adherence to the teachings of Jesus 
Christ as alone would justify a belief 
that a great change for the better has 
taken place. y 

Nothng less than a nearly universal 
following of those teachings will in- 
sure peace. War usually comes from 
a national disregard of the Command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not steal.” This 
is not a law of nature, and no good 
reason can be suggested why the pure 
materialist or atheist, individual or 
nation should consider this Command-

Should doctors be paid for healing 
their patients? To this seemingly 
foolish question a friend of mine re- 
marked: “Certainly! That’s what 
doctors are for. 

Is it? 


Do you remember the old, old fable 
about the way the Chinese pay their 
physicians? Only when the patient 
is well is the doctor paid. Thus the 
interests of patient and doctor are 
identical.

U.E. Loyalists Pioneer Settlers 

Th United “Empire Loyalists came 
into the heart of the Anapolis Valley 
as early as 1776, though it was “not 
until Sepember, 1783, just before the 
evacuation of New York, by the Brit- 
ish that the big movement took 
place. In tthat month, over 12,000 
people, men, women and children, 
left the shores of New York, Long 
and Staten Islands for Nova Scotia. 
Their property, loss has been placed 
at over eight million pounds sterling. 
Many of them were Harvard gradu- 
ates, ambitious and versed in political 
life. The few arrivals took up land 
beside the river, which gave them 
meadow for hay, and the open plains 
for the cultivation of crops. Later ar- 
rivals took their lands on the Moun- 
tain slopes. They used to hold “land 
clearings” when twenty strong men, 
with a supply of Jamaica rum, would 
soon throw up great piles of logs. 
Imitating the French, they planted 
quantities of apple, plum and cherry 
trees. In this part of the country, 
many of the officers and soldiers of 
the Loyalist troops settled. 


We were informed that in King’s 
County, orchards produce a million 
barrels of apples annually, and it is 
here that the famous Gravenstein ig 
grown. Some eight thousand acres in 
this region are devoted to potato 
crops.
